IS CARRIED ON IN 


PHILLIPINE ISLES 


Washington Authorities Taking 
Ac 


tion on Reports of Forcing Girls 


In Slavery in Islands.

Washington, Aug. 
.26.—Slavery in 


the full meaning of the word exigts 
throughout the Philippines even in the 
city of Manila and peonage is genera 
in the islands according to a ssecia: 
report by Commissioner 
Dean 
Wor- 
cester made to the 
insular 
govern- 
ment. 
It has not been received by 
the war department but copies are in 
the hands of other 
officials. 
Philip- 
inos in parts of the islands capture 
children and sell them into slavery 
for profit. 
Some are sent 
to China, 
where they are dressed in the native 
costume. 
Some are 
enticed 
from 
their homes by slave 
agents 
upon 
promises of scholarships in 
schools 
and some of them are traded for ar- 
ticles other than money. He cites a 
case of a thirteen year old girl bought 
for some pigs and a cloak. 
The court 


of the island released the slave trade 
on the ground that no crime had been 
committed because no physical force 
had been used. This one case Mr. 
Worcester says has 
stopped 
other 
slavery prosecutions. 


The assembly lias stopped war for 
the suppression of the traffic he says 
because many of its 
members come 


from provinces where slavery flour- 
ishes. One of his reports on the traf- 
fic he says lies tabled in the Philipino 
assembly. He claims that the Philip- 
pine assemblymen maintain 
peonage 


on their own farms.

States with regard to the Philippine 
islands is to be guagecl by the best 
interests of the people of the archie- 
pielgo and not by what might be con- 
sidered as the selfish purposes of the 
American government.

Fight Regarding Constitutionality of 


Canadian Immigration Act, May 


Cause Some Exciting 


Moments.

Sherbrooke, Quebec, Aug. 26.—The 
possibility o£ a long drawn out fight 
in court over the constitutionality o£ 
the Canadian immigration 
act under 
which it is proposed to deport Harry 
Thaw was the favorite theme today of 
both factions gathered at Sherbrooke. 
Going over the matter informally W. 
T. Jerome and District Attorney Con- 
ger of Duchess county sat by the roar- 
grate fire in Magod House, the storm 
center since the arrival of Thaw of 
nearly all conferences about him. 
"I can't express an opinion on every 


therotical 
defense 
suggested 
by 
Thaw's lawyers said Mr. Jerome. We 
hope to get him back to Matteawan 
where he belongs, but it does look as 
if we were in for a siege." 
Thaw continues to show little inter- 
est except in his publicity plans. He

Mayor James A. Fathers Gives Entire 


Police Force Plain Talk on 


Bettering of Service. 


Demand for" more efficient service 
by the police force of! the city was 
made by Mayor James A. Fathers in 
an address to all its members in tire 
privacy of his office at the city hall 
at 7:30 o'clock last evening. Chief oC 
Police E. H. Ransom and every patrol- 
man in the department 
was present 
with the exception 
of Harry Smith 
who is away on his vacation. 
The 
substance of the Mayor's address was 
as follows: 
"Gentlemen, I wish to speak to you 
'\yith reference to. your duties as po- 
licemen. You are undoubtedly 
fa- 
miliar with the rules and regulations 
of which you have copies and which 
I presume you make your study 
in 
order that you may become proficient 
in your work. 
"Considerable complaint has reach- 
ed me relative to the inaction of the 
police force. Let us remedy this de- 
fect. Your duties are plain and sim- 
ple. 
They require 
vigilance 
and 
prompt action in all matters. You 
must be alert and "on the job" every 
moment of the time while on duty 
and report all happenings that appear 
to be out of the ordinary to the Chief. 
"We intend 
to prepare a report 
blank so that you may not trust to 
your memories to make this report 
but expect that you will jot down all 
the happenings in and about your 
beat for filing in 
the office of the 


Chief and for reference when neces- 
sary. 
"Among other duties which as offi- 
cers you are to perform, I want you 
to see to it that the saloons are closed 
at 11 p. m., and all day Sunday and 
at all other times when so directed 
by law or proper authority. 1 want 
the minors and women kept out of 
the saloons. 
I want the pool-rooms 
regulated and gambling stopped. 
I 
want women 
of known 
ill 
repute 


driven f-rom the streets of the city 
and in consequence driven 
entirely 


from the community. 
Now men, we must believe that 
you are just as good and efficient offi- 
cers as there are in any other place 


I and we look to you for results. 
You 
must be well aware that the results 
we so fondly looked forward to have 
not fully materialized. 
Have you any 
reasons to present why this has not 
been so? 
"1 have many complaints from re- 
liable sources that many infractions 
of the law are winked at or not no- 
ticed, as it were, by the police. These 
complains may be justified and they 
may not. 
It is a well known fact 
that many complaints are being made 
by persons who desire only to com- 
plain without reference to the justice 
of the same. 
"A policeman is clothed with abso- 
lute authority to vindicate the law. 
He need not wait until something ille- 
gal happens or is done before he acts. 
He has authority and the right, and 
it becomes his duty to forestall any 
act that is a misdemeanor of a l_aw 
or ordinance. He should be 
active 
and sensible to the fact that a law 
is being violated even if he does not 
actually see the act committed. 
"I want you to be interested with 
me in bettering conditions with res- 
pect to obedience to the laws and or- 
dinances. 
If our police force is in- 
adequate to do the work we have a 
remedy we will not hesitate to use it. 
There" is no reason why you should 
not do your duty without 
fear or 


favor.1' 
The Mayor intimated that if it was 
the sense of the police 
force 
that 
wages were inadequate provision for 
an increase would be made in the 
next budget, but laid emphasis upon 
the point that whatever 
the 
wage 
they owed to the city their vigilance 
and unceasing care.

firemen's 
brotherhood 
endeavoring 
to bring 
about an amicable settlement with the 
railroad 
officials. 
The 
Milwaukee 
firemen of the Wisconsin division of 
the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
way are represented at the confer- 
ence in Chicago by E. Murray of Mil- 
waukee, as chairman, and the Milwau- 
kee engineers of the same division 
are represented at the conference by 
Louis Griffith of Milwaukee as chair- 
man. 
The Milwaukee railroad is said not 
to be seriously involved in the con- 
troversy. 
The Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road is said to have over 1,000 men in 
Milwaukee alone, including trainmen, 
engineers anr firemen, who would be 
affected by a strike, an increase or 
better working conditions. 
I 
According to the employes on the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad in 
Milwaukee the controversy does not 
so much concern an increase in wages 
as it does better working conditions. 
While they are not at liberty to di- 
vulge—and inf fact say they do not 
know—the precise terms which 
the 
brotherhood would meet in the matter 
of a compromise, they do not believe 
that it is proper 
that the railroad 
should be allowed to work the men 
sixteen hours a day as the maximum. 
It is too much, they declare.
